The monthly report of the Bureau 


Community Service for April shows 
their usual efficient work going on. 
Families in distress have been given 
aid, 15 wayward or friendless girls 
have been cared for, 
the 
nurses 


have made over 500 visits to the 
sick in their homes, 4 children were 
saved from blindness by being given 
free operations for trachoma. 


Nor were the tip-building sides 


ot the work 
neglected. 
Healthful, 


outdoor 
recreation for 
the girls, 


boys and men was provided; base- 
ball for the boys, boating, picnics 
and hikes for the girls; horseshoes 
and tennis for the adults. 


The most noticeable part of the 


report is the big drop in families 
needing relief In the city. Tlie Bu- 
reau visits all families that are re- 
ported or ask for aid, and wher- 
ever need exists, they give it. But 
the families needing aid dropped 
from 00 in March, to 44 in April. 
In the summer months it will be 
stilt less but accident, sickness and 
death will always leave some that 
will need your aid. 


During tbe month of April the 


Family ._ Service 
Department, 
In 


charge of Miss Jean Clare, took care 
of 44 families, 
for 
whom 
food, 


fuel, clothing, transportation, -friend- 
ly advice or legal aid were given. 
In the interests of these families, 
Miss Clare made 303 visits.

MEETING; 300 MORE HOMES ARE NEEDED 


Three hundred houses containing 


from three to five rooms that would 
rent for $4 or .$5 per room and sell 
for from $3,000 to $5,000 is the prob- 
lem facing the Industrial Develop- 
ment.

Communi- 
cations with George A. Paff, superin- 
tendent of the rod and wire mill 
brought word that be would be glad 
to appear before the committee to tell 
them what was needed in the way of 
houses.

Mr. George W. Moore, general man- 


ager, was next introduced. He stated 
that his company was confronted with 
the housing problem almost daily, for 
the second question asked by an appli- 
cant for work is, "Where call I get n 
place to live?'1 


He stated that bis company could 


immediately fill fifty houses of three 
to four rooms that would rent from 
$15 to $20 per month, or about £'• per 
room. 
He further stated that busi- 


ness had come forward with, such a 
rush that it was necessary to employ 
more men iu order to operate at » 
one hundred per cent b:isi»: We must 
have houses to provide quarters for 
them. 
He said the steel company 


makes steel and sells steel and docs 
not build houses. He then referred 
the housing proposition from the com- 
pany standpoint to S. G. Hopkins, 
rental agent for the company. 


S. G. Hopkins 


Mr. Hopkins stated that be had 


compiled a report on the housing sit- 
uation which he had submltted'to'the 
company, which he read, as follows: 


Referring to the housing situation: 


there appears to be plenty of houses 
for sale'but very few for rent, es- 
pecially in Portsmouth proi>er. The 
few houses that have beeu rented tbe 
past three or four months have been 
rented at $30 to $50 per month, or au 
average of about $0 per room. 


In New Boston 'the few houses that 


nrc rented outside of our own houses, 
rent for an average of about $4 per 
room per month. The few houses in 
Sciotoville and Wheelersburg that can 
be rented, of course, rent, for less per 
room than in New Boston or Ports- 
mouth. 


Since the letter part of February 


we have had 
daily 
inquiries 
for 


houses, many of them from old em- 
ployees living in Portsmouth who de- 
sire to change to houses that rented 
for less than the amount they arc 
paying. 


AVe now have several new men 


working in the plant, who desire to 
more 'their families here but on ac- 
count of the scarcity of houses for 
rent and the. high rental of those-that 
possibly could be rtntcil. they cannot 
do so." Several men have told me 
rents here were much higher for the 
same class of houses 'than in larger 
cities, particularly Pittsburgh. 


As the'plant increases its operation 


it is going to be very difficult to bold 
men here unless bouses are provided 
to take care of them at n. reasonable 
rent or at a medium sale price. The 
houses that have been built in Ports- 
mouth the past year and those that 
are now on the market for sale..arc 
too high priced for the average work-

Singleton, also of the Whitaker- 
Glessucr Company. 
Mr. Singleton 


spoke briefly hut very pointedly that 
the solution of the rental proposition 
was .to erect houses to rent and he 
suggested that these should be built 
in three -to five room apartments or 
houses. He read from, a letter writ- 
ten by Mr. A. J. McKarlnnd..former 
superintendent of the 
local 
plant, 


written to the Chamber of Commerce 
sometime since, iu regard to.proper 
housing should 'the rod and wire mill 
be located at this place, which stated

George E. Carlyle 


Mr. Singleton's brief talk closed the 


company side of the proposition, and 
Chairman Horchow 
introduced Jlr. 


George E. Carlyle, of the Cnrlylc-La- 
bold Brick Company, who delivered a 
most interesting address showing iiow 
his company had handled the housing 
situation. Houses were 
built with 


garden spots around 
them.

was no crowding. The speaker said 
that contentment, could not be ob- 
tained by crowding people together, 
they must have room for privacy nnd 
room in which -to breathe. 


Kent Same As In 1907 


He snid the company hud erected 


about thirty houses, beginning about 
17 years ago, nnd since 1907 there had 
ue.ver been auv change in the rent 
which was from $2.25 to $2.75 per 
room. 
Wages had doubled in that 


time but the rents remained the same. 
He said 
the 
reason 
the company 


adopt«l such :i policy was that "we 
thought it: paid, and we have never 
licen scarce of employees." "We have 
$45.000 to $50.000 invested in the 
lands and the houses, but we expect 
to continue this policy. People are 
more contented when they have a 
place to live, and you cannot satisfy 
them by crowding." he-said. Con- 
cluding." be suggested that there was 
plenty room in some of the hollows 
about the city not far from the piace 
of employment for houses that, would 
solve the steel plant problem. "Putting 
them where they have room to think 
and breathe makes the best worker 
and the most dependable worker." he 
said.

T has come about that the state of the iron and steel market 
is regarded as the surest index to the business condition of 
the country.

We.iaVe in mind as'this the postal service. The volume of 


its patoVage.<appears;to rise and fall'as: the-tide and ebb of 
commercial affairs. Millions of pieces of mail are carried daily 
over the country and the overwhelming majority of these have 
-to do with business. So the;less.business there is the more let- 
t«rs'and:-mailings of all sorts; conversely the more business the 
heavier flows the postal current.. 


Looking at it that way.it can be ,taken that, affairs in 


Portsmouth -are assuming; a deciHtedly more active phase. For 
the locaKpost office reports, that'its sales • of stamps, for last 
month, showed an increase of $1,600.' Now $1,600 as a bare sum 
isn't * great'amouut at anything' for itself, according to the 
day's reckoning, but analyzed into elements of its present rela- 
tion it becomes of special significance. 
The average cost of 


.mailing niay be taken as the same'as that of a letter—two cents. 
It takes 80,000. two cents to make $1,600. So we conclude there 
were 80,000 more pieces of mail sent out from the city, last 
March, than in any other March of its history. 


But it is a law of-the postal service that has its duplicate. 


That is to say, if Portsmouth sends out a mailing there will come 
in as against it another, a letter, a post card, a paper or a parcel. 


It would appear then that Portsmouth postoffice handled 


160,000 pieces on the increase iu receipts stated. 


There can be no other meaning in this that the times are 


picking up about Portsmouth and around generally.
